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$1 million to revamp 
downtown St. Albert 


The Devonian Foundation, 
Calgary, will be supplying 
St. Albert with $457,500 for 
development of a $1 million 
parkway system in the 
downtown core of St. Albert. 

The park areca will be 
known as “Red Willow 
Park.’ 

At a recent council meet- 
ing St. Albert council auth- 
orized entering into an 
agreement with the Founda- 
tion for the expenditure of 
$1,072,000 on the park work. 


There is a 1980 deadline on 
the work needed to improve 
the looks of St. Albert's 
downtown core. 

Phase | of the project 


shows that construction of 


the park was to have comm- 
enced during the past year 
and is set to be completed on 
or before December 1, 1980. 

The breakdown of expen- 
ditures on phase one is as 
follows: 

*berm development $120- 
000, 


*walkways $72,000 

*landscaping $300,000 

*pedestrian bridges $24,- 
000 

*planting of St. Anne 
Strect $30,000 

All this work comes to a 
total phase one expenditure 
of $546,000. 

Phase 11 construction is 
duc to begin next year and to 
be finished in successive 
calendar years.

MPC grinds gears on Sturgeon 
Plaza access 


The St. Albert Municipal 
Planning Commission kept 
the gears grinding last week 
on a discussion which has 
been going for three months 
and more - the problem of 
left turn access to the 
Sturgeon Shopping Plaza at 


Hebert Road. 

Last October the MPC had 
recommended to council that 
there be no potential median 
break to allow access to the 
mall at a point near the Red 
Rooster Store on Hebert 
Road, 


The problem of the median 
break ties in with the main- 
tenance of favourable access 
to the shopping plaza after 
the road has been widened to 
four lane. (Hebert Road is 
one of the main access roads

St. Albert’s industrial albatross 


Ten months have passed since St. Albert 
council paid $3.55 million dollars for a quarter 
section of land for an industrial park to the east 
of St. Albert. Additional expenditures of approx- 
imately %4 million dollars was authorized to 
service 46 acres of the land. Taxpayers were 
given no opportunity to vote on these two large 
expenditures. 

Unfortunately Campbell Park is not compet- 
itive price wise and it lacks an adequate road 
system. And to date not one parcel has been 
sold in phase one (a. group of small parcels) 
which the city hopes to have fully developed by 
1980. Meanwhile interest charges are running 
at about a thousand dollars per day, or approx- 
imately '4 million dollars since the date of 
purchase, 

The realtors in charge of selling the property 
have put out a small advertising brochure which 
notes that “Truck routes fan out in all 
directions.” (see map). Unfortunately only 
one truck route is in place to the site. That is 
the partially four-laned Hebert Road which 
will bring all traffic out onto St. Albert Trail. 
It is interesting to note that four years ago 
former Mayor Plain and Aldermen Breadner 
and Smith campaigned vigorously against 
turning Hebert Road into a major truck route 
through the residential areas of Akinsdale 
and Forest Lawn. They argued that the 
depreciation on residential property would 
more than offset any gains from industrial 
taxation. ; 

Unfortunately the road network plan for 
the site must traverse property not owned or 
controlled by the City of St. Albert. A Data 
Base document prepared by St. Albert 
Planning Services in August 1977 states; 
“156 street north of 137 avenue to St. 


Albert Trail and Campbell Road (149 
Street) from the St. Albert Trail to Campbell 
Industrial Park should be constructed and 
paved in late 1978 or early 1979.” This 
road, (shown as a dotted line on the map), 
would have to go through privately-owned 
property and the Province’s Restricted 
Development Area. The Gazette has learned 
that neither the private land owners nor the 
Department of Environment have been 
approached on St. Albert’s plan for this 
road. The crossing of 156 street over St. 
Albert Trail on an angle raises serious safety 
considerations - even with traffic lights. 142 
Street is shown in the ad brochure as 
completed right past the east boundaries of 
the park. Coming from north this road enters 
Edmonton at 137 Avenue by the railroad 
tracks, and Edmonton is vigorously opposed 
to upgrading it because theré is no way to 
adequately disperse traffic at this point. At 
present 142 street is a narrow gravelled road 
in the MD Sturgeon jurisdiction and the MD 
council does not consider it as a priority. 


High land and service costs 

The realtor’s price list for properties in 
stage one of Campbell Industrial Park (16 
properties) ranges from $65,000 to $120,000 
per acre plus $40,000 per acre servicing. This 
means that the average cost per serviced acre is 
in the neighbourhood of $125,000 per acre. 
This compares with recently—advertised indus- 
trial land in the Edmonton metropolitan area as 
follows: Nisku Industrial Park $32,500 per 
acre, Ellis Industrial Park also $32,500 per 
acre; Sturgeon Industrial Park, near Fort Sask- 
atchewan, $25,000 per acre including sanitary 
sewer. Southeast Edmonton offers fully 
serviced industrial parcels at $85,000 per 
acre, plus $5,000 per acre per year for 20 
years. Bonaventure Industrial land as 
appraised last year is selling at $75,000 per 
acre. These are only four examples but there 
is an abundance of industrial land available 
in the Edmonton area at prices considerably 
lower than St. Albert’s Campbell Industrial 
Park.

Albert approve the left hand 
access median turn saying it 
should be approved in prin- 
ciple. 

Chairman Barry Breadner 
wondered if allowing the 
median might set a pre- 
cedent adding, ‘If we allow 
... the median break, should 


we deny access to someone 
across the road?" 

Lawyer Richard Craddock 
termed the whole thing a 
chicken and egg problem and 
asked MPC te ‘‘make your 
decision, do youwapt it or do 
you not want it?" 

In other MPC bustneéss 
there was brief discussiomon 
a matter relating to the 
acquisition of land by the city 
near Riverside Sales, 

Mr. Breadner said he'd be 
prepared to make an agree- 
ment where the city got half 
(the land in question) for 
park purposes. 


Committee examining 
city’s cultural needs 


Many Canadians would be 
surprised to hear that in the 
last two years, more of us 
attended cultural happenings 
than athletic events. In light 
of this unexpected statistic, 
the need for some sort of 
cultural facility in St. Albert 
has become a valid and 
topical issue. 

But what kind of facilities 
would best suit the needs of 
this city and its residents? 
Discovering the answer to 
this question is the task of 
the Ad Hoc Citizens Com- 
«mittee on Cultural Activities, 
which functions under the 
jurisdiction of the Com- 
munity Services Advisory 
Board. In the coming weeks 
the committee will be polling 
the populace to ascertain 
their ideas on the subject of 
culture in St. Albert. The 
committee will then make its 
recommendations to the Co- 
mmunity Services Advisory 
Board. 

To obtain the information 
they need, the committee 
will use various methods. A 
meeting will be held for 
representatives of organiza- 
tions and clubs on Tuesday, 
February 21 at Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie School. At this 
meeting, the club reps will 
discuss their future cultural 
requirements with commit- 
tee members. 


RESIDENTS TO BE POLLED 


However, the decisions 
regarding the future facility 
cannot be made solely ona 
basis of specific club or 
organization requirements -- 
the city's residents must also 
have a voice in the dis- 
cussion. This grass-roots 
opinion will be obtained by 
means of a door-to-door 
mini-survey on the cultural 


needs of the populace. The 
committee hopes to survey a 
minimum of every 10 houses 
to gather suggestions. Re- 
sidents should consider if 
they want a cultural rather 
than another athletic facility; 
whether that facility should 
be built on a centralized or 
neighbourhood basis; and 
what kind of facilities should 
be offered. Another matter 
that warrants consideration 
concerns the extent to which 
St. Albert should plan for the 
future. One philosophy holds 
that the city should ‘‘strike 
now while it's cheap,"’ as it 
would be less expensive to 
build a complete facility now, 
rather than make additions in 
the future, with the future's 
inflated prices. 

In addition to public input 
the committee must also 
keep in mind that cultural 
events are often prepared on 
a package basis, to be 
displayed or performed on a 
premises of specified con- 
struction and dimension, 
Some parts of the facility 
would have to be constructed 
according to these formulae 
if they are to accommodate 
these exhibitions. This is 
crucial as in the initial period 
of operation, there will pro- 
bably be more events of a 


public or government-spon- 
sored nature, until private 
groups step in. 

To further poll the people 
the committee willbe send- 
ing a questionnaire to all 
groups, organizations, guilds 
and clubs to assess their 
requirements. Individuals as 
well will be invited to attend 
an open house to discuss 
their suggestions and pro- 
posals. All briefs on the 
subject that have already 
been submitted to the City of 
St. Albert will be re-examin- 
ed, and more proposals will 
be requested from indivi- 
duals or groups having a 
specialized viewpoint, or who 
have detailed suggestions or 
concepts to be considered. 

Whatever St. Albert's cul- 
tural requirements are, it is 
essential that they are made 
known to the committee. In 
the words of committee 
Chairman Les Graff, ‘*When 
you're using government 
grants, you only get one 
whack, “It is a vital necessity 
that the city’s needs be 
firmly established.

According to the information sheets from 
the St. Albert Planning Services and the 
Realtor, it is estimated and we quote: ‘“‘That 
full development of Campbell Industrial Park 
would increase municipal tax revenue by 
approximately $285,000 per year ... or 
roughly four percent of the 1977 total. 
(Note: The $285,000 can be broken down as 


follows: $135,000—Municipal; $95,000 - 
School Foundation Provincial Government; 
$51,000-School Boards; $4,000-Library.”’ 

Campbell Park poses an extremely thorny 
problem for the new St. Albert council. The 
park is not competitive, transportation routes 
will be difficult and expensive to put in 
place, the return to the City, by way of 
forecast tax revenue of $135,000 municipal 
per year, is not substantial and _ the 
expectation that the park will be fully 
developed by 1980 is unrealistic. 

In the meanwhile the burden of interest 
and principal payments on the investment 
grows heavier with every passing month. 

The question arises is St. Albert throwing 
good money after bad in persuing developing 
of Campbell Industrial Park. 

Incredibly St. Albert council has again 
turned down a proposed shopping centre by 
Heritage Mall, which would yield $250,000 
commercial tax annually - with NO 
investment by the city. Council is forced to 
get from Mr. Sheckter the ‘‘Right—of—way” 
needed for development of 156 Street and 
also Hebert Road to serve the Industrial 
Park. 

Expropriation is a lengthy and costly 
procedure, and every month of delay adds to 
the city’s cost in interest on the Industrial 
Park investment. The opinion of a number of 
Industrial developers contacted was that 
Campbell Park is not a viable site for 
devélopment at this time.

An agreement seems close 
on fire protection between 
the MD of Sturgeon and St. 
Albert, but it looks as if it will 
not come quickly enough to 
save a local warehouse 
merchant a hassle with his 
underwriters. 

The original fire agree- 
ment expired last year when 
St. Albert under the Dick 
Plain administration com- 
plained that the MD was not 
pulling its weight financially 
with fire protection, As a 
result, there were no ade- 
quate fire protection services 
for a large part of the MD of 
Sturgeon from Calahoo in the 
west to very near Namao mn 
the cast. 

Dieter Schumann, general 
manager of the Kuehne and 
Nagel merchandising ware- 
house at 128 Avenue and 153 
Street would have liked to 
see the new fire agreement 
signed and operating be- 
tween St. Albert and the MD 
by February 1. 

His underwriters had told 
him they could cancel their 
insuranee as they were app- 
arently not satistied with 
piecemeal guarantees of fire 
protection from other muni- 
cipal jurisdictions. 

Mr. Schumann also feared 
for other businesses in his 
locality for they were in the 
same boat with fire pro- 
tection and insurance. 

However this weck saw a 
number of hopeful devel- 
opments, the first coming at 
the regular meeting of the 
MD of Sturgeon last week in 
Morinville. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
seemed to be aware of the 
problem of Kuchne and 
Nagel and suggested a mo- 
tion that the MD meet with 
St. Albert administrator Bob 
Byron so that ‘council could 
sign an agreement within 
certain bounds.”’ (in time for 
January 31). 

Deputy Reeve Lawrence 
Kluthe finally gave a motion 
which was carried and it 
went to the effect that a 
committee should have a 
final meeting with St. Albert 
for “'verifieation of the 
figures and be authorized to 
sign an agreement." 


Later Tuesday afternoon 
St. Albert City Administrator 
Mr. Byron told the Gazette: 
“Till the details pull together 
lcannot give you anything 
except to say that there have 
been positive discussions 
between St. Albert and the 
MD ... and we are on the 
verge of an agreement, we're 
very close and right now we 
are preparing an agreement 
to be given to the MD and 
council in terms of providing 
fire protection.” 

There have been meet- 
ings and the situation is very 
close to being resolved.”

St. Albert transit: 


A chilling experience? 


The following article is 
taken from the MacEwan 
Journal, the student news- 
paper published by Grant 
MacEwan College. The ar- 
ticle was written by Penny 
Craig, a first year journalism 
student. Ms. Craig was 
assigned to observe the 
workings of St. Albert City 
Council at their regular 
meetings. However during 
her visits to our city, she 
found the transit system 
sadly lacking. Penny has first 
hand knowledge of her 
subject, as she made her 
journeys to and fro on St. 
Albert transit system.

Why is it that the city of 
St. Albert is so sadly lacking 
in the kind of public 
transportation that most cit- 
ies take for granted? 

With a population of more 
than 25,500, it seems to me 
that the system needs a 
face-lift. 

And the St. Albert City 
Council is aware of the 
situation. In fact, it was even 
Suggested at a_ council 
meeting that a citizen's 
group be established to help 
in the matter. That was 


almost two months ago. 

Take a hypothetical situa- 
tion. Suppose you were a 
resident in the north part of 
St. Albert. Assume that it’s a 
Saturday. You plan a shopp- 
ing trip in the afternoon and 
meet a friend for dinner at 
6:30 p.m. 

This done, say about 8 
p.m., you begin your trip 
home to St. Albert. First, a 
telephone call to Edmonton 
Transit Information, where 
you ask about times and bus 
stop locations enroute to St. 
Albert. (You likely receive an 
equivocal voice muttering, 
“h-emmm!"’ They just 
aren't familiar with our 
transit system). 

But you learn that you will 
be standing in sub-zero 
weather for an indeterminate 
period of time anxiously 
awaiting the bus taking you 
to 118 Avenue and 124 
Street. 

It's not an unpleasant trip 
and the bus driver is 
friendly, but after he's 
dropped you off at that 
address, and you have been 
waiting upwards of half an 
hour, you are feeling any- 
thing but friendly, and -30 
degrees centigrade cannot be 
called ‘invigorating’ any- 


more. 

After 40 minutes (yes, it's 
happened) you see that 
blessed blue and white beast 
come rambling to your post. 
You control your temper - 
you won't question their 
schedule, you won't dispute 
even the existance of one. 
(You can't your lips are 
white, swollen and slightly 
cyanotic. You've developed 
breathing difficulties). But 
you finally make it to the St. 
Albert bus terminal where 
there are two unsightly bus 
shelters (and I use the term 
loosely. You discover that 
you now have either a half to 
three-quarters of an hour 
wait in the unheated shelter, 
or else a tour of St. Albert 
East, in its entirety. You 
question, however, the vali- 
dity of the perpetually-new 
driver's information. Not to 
worry, though, you DO arrive 
home quite safely about 40 
minutes later. ~ 

The St. Albert city owned 
transit system is too in- 
frequent that's if it 
operates at all. It doesn't on” 
Sundays or holidays. I guess 
we're to brave the cold and 
walk, or use the thumb and 
‘frozen smile’ approach. (Or 
adopt the ‘“‘day of rest"’ 


attitude and stay home). 
The bus drivers are rota. 
ted, just as they are in 
Edmonton, so there are 
always new drivers on a 
route unfamiliar to most. 
Why St. Albert Transit is 
run by ETS is beyond me, 
The 70 cents one-way fare 
ought to pay a few wages. 
Maybe if it includes a charge 
for the aforementioned tour. 
The day-time service with- 
in St. Albert is better than in 
the evening, though. But 
those Brigg’s Brothers buses 
at rush hours are deadly. 
Picture yourself loaded 
down with parcels, purse and 
maybe a child - trying to walk 
the length of one of them; 
aisle width about a foot, 
gearing down of the bus 
hurling you forward, then 
backwafd and nothing to 
hold on to, you're wrestling 
to the front to ask the driver 
to stop ... there are no bells! 
Remember, this is transit 
SERVICE. | could spend the 
monthly $20 for bus passes 
more wisely, I think.

An aide to Prime Minister Trudeau says hundreds of Christ- 
mas cards mailed out by the prime minister have still not 
arrived at their destinations. 


About 10,000 cards were mailed first class by the prime 
minister prior to the December 15 national deadline, but it 
wasn't early enough to lick the apparent inefficiency of the post 
Office. : 


Apparently, most of the prime minister’s cards went astray in 
large cities like Montreal, Toronto, Halifax and Vancouver. 


A Canadian Union of Postal Workers spokesman said there 
was no post office conspiracy to delay the prime minister’s 
mail. 


Post office inefficiency obviously has not yet been stamped out.

Four Roman Catholic specialists in Jewish-Christian relations 
have written to President Carter that the U.S.-Soviet declara- 
tion on the Middle East ‘confirms our fear that the Administra- 
tion has been swayed by Arab rhetoric and threats.” 


They warned the President that if the United States helps to 
establish a state ruled by the Palestine Liberation Organization 
“*we will not bring peace to the area. Instead, we will create a 
centre of unrest, nay, a volcano. Once the PLO has achieved its 
immediate aim of a separate state, it will seek to expand, 
thereby endangering the sovereignty of Israel as well as of 
Jordan. : 


“Moreover, in alliance with Moscow, it will carry revolution to 
other Arab lands.” 


If this happens, the letter said, ‘“‘the upheavals and 
catastrophies we seek to banish will engulf first the Near East 
and then - we shudder to think - many other parts of the world. 
Even to invite the PLO to the Geneva Conference is to reward 
murder, indeed, promote Terror International.”

Bureaucratese 


Procrastination. steals 
time. So, for that matter, does 
every other big word. 

Unfortunately, our bureau- 
crats and politicians seem to 
have overlooked one of the 
most fundamental rules of 
communication: a basic vo- 
cabulary creates the best un- 
derstanding. So, today, we 
suddenly have an entirely 
new language which we can 
call ‘*bureaucratese’’. 

Bureaucratese is the lan- 
guage of the power brokers, 
the people who make and 
enforce the millions of rules 
that determine how we will 
all live. And, since none of us 
can survive without knowing 
how to cope with power sour 
ces, it behooves us all to be- 
come comfortable with the 
new jargon. 

The primary tenet of bu- 
reaucratese may be summed 


_ God, according to one re- 
spected source, made the 
world in six days. This was 
accomplished in large part 
because He wasn't unionized. 

The labour movement be- 
gan as a good cause but has 
lapsed increasingly into ab- 
surdity. Far too much of la- 
bour’s energy today is dedi- 
cated to the premise that, if 
one man can do a job in one 
hour, it should take two 
union men two hours to ac- 
complish the same work, 
Lately, that kind of mentali- 
ty has been directed towards 
solving the unemployment 
problem, ; 

The “solution” put for- 
ward by Canada’s union lea- 
ders gets an “A” for ingenui- 
ty, another “A” for chutz- 
pah and a resounding ‘‘F” 
for economic validity. Basi- 
cally, every union member 
would put in fewer hours, al- 


up as: “Big words obscure 
the minimal content of small 
ideas’. Therefore, the tor- 
rent of jumbled verbiage 
coming out of Ottawa and 
our provincial capitals coin- 
cides with a severe shortage 
of meaningful ideas. 

Communicating with the 
civil service presents enor- 
mous challenges for the small 
businessman who is unfami- 
liar with bureaucratese. Ima- 
gine the bewilderment of a 
typical small businessman 
who gets a call from a bureau- 
crat Suggesting that they “‘in- 
terface to determine the via- 
bility of the parameters as 
they impact on the socio- 
economic model.” (Transla- 
tion: Let’s get together and 
see what effect these condi- 
tions will have on society and 
the economy.) 


Think small

Until recently, this trend 
towards nonsensical words — 
a trend which began only 
with the intrusion of the 
American military and its pe- 
culiar jargon into North Ame 
rican consciousness during 


the last decade — was cause 
for little more than the oc- 
casional chuckle on the part 
of cynical observors. But, to- 
day, we have moved dange- 
rously close to the point 
where those of us whoaren’t 
part of the bureaucracy can’t 
understand what the heck 
the civil servants and politi- 
cians are saying. Worse yet, 
there's good reason to believe 
that even the bureaucrats 
don’t understand each other. 


For several years, the fe- 
deral government has been 
providing free French lessons 
to Anglophone civil servants

lowing the available work to 
be spread over a larger num- 
ber of workers. The catch is 
that each of these workers 
would get the same take- 
home pay in return for less 
work. 

Obviously, the union pro- 
posal is rather less philanth- 
ropic than its proponents 
would like us to believe. Not 
surprisingly, it enjoys wide- 
spread popularity within 
union ranks, however. 

The federal government 
has been studying a slightly 
different approach to the 
same problem. The approach 
is known as “work sharing” 
and it involves amalgamating 
unemployment insurance 
benefits with part-time work, 
an idea that has been advan- 
ced in Germany in recent 
years, 

Under work sharing, if 
10% of the workers in a com- 


pany were due to be laid off, 
the government could ar- 
range for all workers to work 
10% fewer hours instead. For 
those lost hours, the workers 
would receive unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits. So 
instead of some workers be- 
ing totally unemployed, all 
workers would be partially 
unemployed — with the U.LC. 
picking up the tab, If 25% of 
the work force would other- 
wise be laid off, the workers 
would all work 25% fewer 
hours. And so on. 

There’s a lot to be said in 
favour of work sharing in 
the short term. Instead of a 
few workers bearing a tre- 
mendous financial’ burden, 
everyone would share some 
slight fiscal discomfort, But 
the concept has some highly 
disturbing aspects that aren't 
immediately obvious. For in-- 
stance, there is the danger 


(and English lessons to Fran- 
cophones). The intention, of 
course, is to develop a civil 
service which is equally at 
home in either tongue. The 
actual result, however, scems 
to be that we are getting a 
bureaucracy which is fune 
tionally illiterate in both of- 
ficial languages. 

We can't have good govern- 
ment without strong commu- 
nication, Consequently, we 
can't have good government 
in the presence of rampant 
bureaucratese, Tens of thou- 
sands of small businessmen 
who are forced to deal with 
the civil service on a semi- 
regular basis — would like to 
see a return to old-fashioned, 
structured English grammar 
— before bureaucratese be- 
comes Canada’s third Offi- 
cial Language. 


that unemployment would 
become institutionalized; 
that is, having become lock- 
ed into the unemployment in- 
surance subsidy, the govern- 
ment might be unable to cut 
off the benefits if it became 
obvious that full employ- 
ment would never be attuin- 
able in the future. And, atall 
times, the program would 
prevent workers from moving 
to areas where there might 
be a need for their services. 


Canada lacks jobs for two 
basic reasons: our wage rates 
are too high relative to our 
productivity and our taxes 
are outrageous, Both these 
new-fangled “cures” for un- 
employment could prove 
worse than the disease.

Vrabel’s course at Paul Kane 
is the answer. 

Steve's course has been 
running under the auspices 
of the City’s Parks and Rec. 
Department for three years 
All indications show the 
program to be a success. The 
program is broken into two 
16 week sessions and many 
first session students carry 
over into the second session. 

Classes are scheduled for 
advanced and beginners 
Steve awards belts to stu- 
dents whose dedication and 
hard work prove they have 
earned the right to wear a 
belt. So far three students 
have earned yellow belts. 

Steve has a black belt 
which he earned through 
nine years of dedication after 
training six days a week to 
the point where his wife 
Marion was thinking it might 
be just a little too much. 

Yet, dedication to training 
is the key to developing your 
skills in karate. Steve puts 
his charges through a vigor- 
ous workout involving many 
stretching exercises which 
make one wince just watch- 
ing them (see photo). Var- 
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iations of the standard push- 
up and sit-up built strength 
in arms, hands and torso. 
Once the students are 
warm and limber they begin 
a series of repetitive karate 
moves designed to make the 
art of self defense an 
instinctive reaction. Steve 
uses his own combination of 
three martial arts - Tae Kwon 
do, a Korean form accenting 
foot work and power; Shot- 
okan, a Japanese form 
highlighting hand movement 
and Kempo, a Chinese ballet 
style which is fast and fluid. 
He finds the combination is 
most useful in quickly 
building the student's ability 


to defend himself and thus is 
self confidence. 

A beginner spends about 
one month getting into shape 
followed by a month of basics 
before he goes into a final 
month (of the session) of self 
defense training. An ad- 
vanced class is available for 
those students who wish to 
continue in the program and 
some have been coming 
since it first began three 
years ago. 

A good percentage of the 
class is female and ages 
range from seven or eight 
years to as old as 60. Steve 
does not enter his students in 
interclub competitions. 


Many exercises in Steve Vrabel's karate class require the 
help of another person. Suppleness is extremely import- 


ant as this leg-stretching exercise shows graphically. 
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Ancient oriental customs 
associated with the martial 
arts are respected in the 
gymnasium (the Japanese 
term is ‘dojo’). Students bow 
before commencing as a 
symbol of their humbleness 
and respect for each other 
The bow is repeated at the 
termination of the class 

Karate - meaning empty 
hand - was brought to the 
island of Okinawa from 
China. From here it spread to 
the Japanese mainland. It is 
a simplified form of Kung Fu 
which in recent years has 
enjoyed great popularity on 
the North American con- 
tinent. Soldiers returning 
from World War Two in the 
Pacific brought back with 
them a good deal of respect 
for the Japanese soldier's 
ability in hand-to-hand com- 
bat and self defense.

Now, by match- 
ing radiocarbon dates with growth rings of the world’s oldest 
living things — bristlecone pines —archeologists date the lady 
at 3100 B.C, The new dating technique has altered European 
history by indicating that the craft of metallurgy and many 
monuments arose in Europe without the influence of ancient 
Mediterranean civilizations. 


Bristlecone pine revises ancient history

The world’s oldest living 
thing--the bristlecone pine 
tree--has contributed a new 
concept of European history. 

By matching radiocarbon 
dates with growth rings from 
the trees, scientists have 
discovered that Europe is 
much older than previously 
imagined. 

The great stone tombs 
dotting Brittany have been 
dated at around 4000 B.C., 
making them the oldest 
buildings in existence. Span- 
ish tombs have proved older 
than the tombs in Crete from 
which they supposedly were 
modeled. 


IRISH PRECEDED GREEKS 


Carvings on an Irish tomb 
at Newgrange also were 
made well before any comp- 
arable achievements by the 
Greeks. 

“We now know, too, that 
three thousand years before 
the Greeks, the Romans, or 
the Celts, European farmers 
had discovered the principles 
of copper metallurgy and 
were using gold to make 
precious objects," reports 
Dr. Colin Renfrew in the 
November National Geogr- 
aphic. 

A professor of archeology 
at England's University of 
Southampton, Dr. Renfew 
points out that all this 
contradicts the long-accepted 
theory that the earliest stone 
tombs and temples and the 
practice of metallurgy began 
in the great cultures of 
ancient Egypt and Meso- 
potamia, the traditional ‘‘cr- 


adle of civilization.”’ 

From the Near Eastern 
homelands of civilization, the 
theory went, new ideas were 
carried north and west by 
colonists and traders until 
they gradually diffused thr- 
oughout Europe. This ‘‘dif- 
fusion theory’’ has been 
described as ‘the irradiation 
of European barbarism by 
oriental civilization." 

Says Dr. Renfrew: ‘Now 
this framework for European 
history has collapsed, and 
the study of prehistory is in 
crisis. Not lightly have some 
archeologists spoken of a 
‘radiocarbon revolution’.” 


CELLS CONTAIN CARBON 


All living cells contain 
radioactive carbon 14 in 
Proportion to the amount in 
the atmosphere. When cells 
cease to absorb radiocarbon, 
the quantity trapped within 
them begins to dwindle at a 
known rate through radio- 
active decay. Thus bone, 
wood, and other organic 
material can be dated by 
measuring the carbon 14 that 
remains. 

When radiocarbon dating 
was developed in the 1940s, 
it was assumed that the 
proportion of carbon 14 in the 
atmosphere, and hence in all 
living things, had remained 
constant. But when scientists 
measured carbon 14 in 
bristlecone pine rings of 
known ages, they found 
Startling discrepancies, 

Dr. Hans E. Suess of the 
University of California at 
San Diego plotted radio- 
carbon dates for hundreds of 
years and saw that beyond 
1000 B.C. the dates tended to 
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fall increasingly short of the 
actual ages. 

A tree ring known to date 
from 2100 B.C., for example, 
yielded a radiocarbon date of 
only 1600 B.C.--500 years too 
young. The conclusion was 
that carbon 14 has fluc- 
tuated, and radiocarbon dat- 
ing had to be revised. 

Armed with this know- 
ledge, Dr. Suess produced 
the first tree-ring calibration 


chart, converting radiocar. 
bon dates to calendar dates 
The bristlecone pine cal. 
ibration at once set the dates 
of some European temples 
and tombs back 800 years, In 
a single breathtaking sweep 
across Europe the traditional 
links between the early 
civilizations of Crete and 
Mycenae and the cultures of 
early prehistoric Europe we. 
re severed.

Are you as sweet as honey 
or as sweet as sugar? Or is 
there a difference? Honey is 
a natural sweetner. It is 
made up of the simple sugars 
- fructose and glucose. These 
simple sugars called invert 
sugar require no further 
digestion therefore are easily 
absorbed. Honey is almost 
twice as sweet as sugar. 
Sugar is a natural sweet- 
ner, usually obtained comm- 
ercially in crystalline form 
from sugar cane or sugar 
beets. The white, refined 
sugar found on most kitchen 
tables is 99.9% pure and 
contains no waste. 


HONEY FACTS 


Nectar gathered by bees 
and concentrated into honey 
yaries in composition and 
flavor, depending on the 
source of the nectar. As a 
rule, the lighter the honey, 
the milder the flavor. Most of 
the honey available is sold 
either in liquid or ‘‘cr- 
eamed"’ form. Both types are 
graded and colour classified 
(except when sold locally in 
some provinces). The grade 
most generally available in 
retail stores is Canada No. 1. 
Colour is not a criterion for 
the grade. The colour, how- 
ever, is stated on the label as 
white, golden, amber or 
dark. 


HONEY ... AMIRACLE 
FOOD? 


Both sugar and honey offer 
little more than carbohy- 
drate, an energy nutrient, to 
the daily quota. Honey does 
contain very small amounts 
of vitamins and minerals, 
but, because comparatively 
little is eaten at a time, it 
cannot be considered a 
source of these nutrients. 
Sugar and honey provide 
calories, energy for our 
bodies to use. On tablespoon 
of white sugar is eleven (11) 
calories, a tablespoon of 
honey is twenty-one (21). 


HONEY USES... 


Honey and sugar are 
interchangeable in many re- 
cipes provided the amount of 
liquid is adjusted accor- 
dingly. Replace each cup of 
sugar or syrup with 284 ml (1 
cup) of honey, reduce the 
liquid by 70 ml (% cup). In a 
plain cake recipe, honey may 


be substituted for half the 
sugar. Reduce oven tem- 
perature by 14° C (25°F) for 
every cup substituted. 
Honey may be used to 
enhance flavor of pork and, 
poultry. It also improves the 
freshness, moisture and tex-

spouses. 

The guidelines are not 
specific; they do not tell the 
judge how to consider the 
factors listed; nor are prior- 
ities established among the 
items listed. 

Prof. Hunt objects par- 
ticularly to a guideline that 
specifies consideration of 
conduct of the spouses. 
‘*Conduct should be com- 
pletely irrelevant -- conduct 
shouldn't affect property 
ownership,’’ she maintains. 

She says the guideline 
furthers the idea of fault in 
the marital relationship at a 
time when other areas of law 
are moving away from that 
concept. , 

“It’s anachronistic, com- 
pletely out of step with the 
times,’’ she says. 

Prof. Hunt believes that a 
deferred sharing regime, in 
which both spouses share 
equally assets accumulated 
during the marriage, would 
be the fairest and least 
complicated system to adopt. 
Deferred sharing was the 
regime recommended by the 
Alberta Institute of Law 
Research and Reform when it 
reported on matrimonial 
property in 1974. 

While the Attorney Gen- 
eral has said that the recently 
proposed legislation will 
promote fewer court cases 


than a deferred sharing 
regime, Prof. Hunt says 
there is ‘‘no incentive for 
people to stay out of the 
courts."’ 

“It’s a wide open question 
-- it encourages people to feel 
they can invoke a judge's 
sympathy and come out 
better off after litigation.”’ 
That, of course, means 
greater legal costs. 

Prof. Hunt criticizes, too, a 
section which allows the 
court leeway to distribute 
property equitably ‘‘as far as 
it is practical to do so,"’ again 


according to guidelines. 

‘At least at present there 
are legal doctrines under 
which a woman can be 
awarded property -- direct 
financial contribution, for 
example.’’ The proposed 
legislation gives an unsym- 
pathetic judge ‘‘even more 
power to discriminate ag- 
ainst women,’’ she says. 

Bill 102 does provide -- as 
the province’s current sep- 
aration of property regime 
does not -- recognition of the 
contribution made by a 
homemaker or parent.

Economy-motivated hous- 
ewives are constantly sear- 
ching for an effective way to 
remove spots and spills from 
carpets, rugs and uphol- 
stered furniture. Most spots 
can be removed easily and 
successfully if they are 
treated immediately, and if 
caught in time, can usually 
be corrected by BLOTTING 
with plain WATER and an 
absorbent white cloth. 

Professional carpet and 


furniture cleaners emphasize 
the need for fast action. 
However, they add a note of 
caution. Improper spotting 
procedures can do more 
harm than good. 

Don Golko, owner of Don's 
Duraclean Service, St. Al- 
bert, advises that over 80% 
of all spills and spots can be 
removed by a professional, 
even if they are not fresh, 
providing the homemaker 
has not permanently ‘‘set’’ 


the stain (caused a chemical 
change in the fibres or 
permanently altered the dye) 
by allowing herself to panic 
into trying one home remedy 
after another and/or scrub- 
bing the spotting agents 
roughly into the fabric. 

Don suggests six essential 
rules for do-it yourself 
spotting that will maximize 
stain removal and minimize 
damage and resoiling. First,

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cleaning agent to the task -- 
detergent spotters for water 
based spots and solvents for 
spots having oily or greasy 
bases. 

Second, read the instruc- 
tions on the label of any 
home cleaning product you 
are considering. If the direc- 
tions say ‘‘brush in thor- 
oughly’’ be sure you can 
rinse the item through both 
sides. 

If two-sided rinsins is 
impossible, ask your carpet 
or furniture dealer for 
recommended spot cleaners 
or call your professional 
carpet and furniture cleaner 
who offers a foam absorption 
process. 

Third, use caution with 
home remedies. Many of 
these are too acidic or 
alkaline and therefore could 
cause damage. Also stains 
will often be permanently 
set. Fabric or fibres should 
be neutralized after the use 
of such cleaning agents. 
Fourth, pretest all spot 
removers in an inconspic- 
uous area of your carpets or 
furniture to ensure that no 
damage is done to your 
furnishings. Be extra cau- 
tious with upholstery. Ask 
the dealer for more details. 
Fifth, blot, but never 
scrub. You can’t clean any 
fabric or carpet pile with 
hard scrubbing action unless 
the piece can be rinsed 
thoroughly from both sides. 
Agitation, pressure and fl- 
ushing action of the cleaning 
agent forces the soil and spot 
down deep into the pile and 
backing of carpets or the 
cushion padding of furniture 
where it immediately starts a 
wicking action back toward 
the surface. It is very 
frustrating to the housewife 
when the spots re-appear. 
This approach is also very 
damaging to fibres and 
fabrics. If you do require 
rubbing, use a damp sponge. 
It is not abrasive, will pick up 
considerably more residue 
and is less likely to force the 
soil and spot deeper than a 
cloth. The aim is to lift the 
spot and avoid scrubbing it 
deeper. 

Sixth, do not overwet. 
Moisture which penetrates 
the carpet backing or furni- 
ture padding can cause 
serious damage. For ex- 
ample, loose colors from the 
backing or padding can wick 
to the surface causing dis-

colouration. This effect of 
overwetting can be mini- 
mized by spraying with a 
spot remover containing ab- 
sorbent powder immediately 
following the removal of the 
spot. 

Never pour water or a 
liquid spot remover directly 
on the spot. This will not only 
wash the stain deeper but 
cause overwetting as well. 
Water or a liquid spot 
remover should be placed on 
a cloth first and then applied 
to the stain and then blotted. 
Read the directions on the 
label before applying other 
types of spot removers. 

Act at once the minute an 
accident occurs. Always re- 
move as much of the stain or 
spill as possible before 
applying water, spot re- 
movers or solvents. This step 
is very important since it will 
determine the success or 
failure of your attempt to 
remove the spot. If the spot 
is moist, absorb as much of 
the moisture as possible by 
blotting with a clean dry 
white cloth, towel or tissue. 

Very little or no pressure 
should be exerted at first to 
avoid spreading the spill. 
After most of the moisture is 
lifted out, pressure on the 
cloth can be applied with the 
heel of the hand. NEVER 
RUB. 

If the spot is dry or a solid, 
scrape gently toward the 
centre of the spot with a 
spoon, dull knife or spatula. 
Remove the particles by 
vacuuming or picking them 
off. 

Be very careful that these 
loose particles do not become 
lodged in the rug fibres or 
furniture fabric since this 
could result in spreading the 
spot as spot removers are 
applied subsequently. 

Having removed as much 
of the spot as possible, select 
the proper spot remover. It is 
important that liquid spot 
removers be applied to the 
stain with a cloth. Never pour 
liquid spot removers directly 
on the spot. 

Use a very small quantity 
of the spotter at the begin- 
ning. Following the applica- 
tion of the spot remover, 
extract as much of the 
moisture as possible with a 
dry section of a clean cloth by 
placing the cloth over the 
spot and pressing down with 
the heel of the hand. A fair 
amount of presure can be

used. Do not rub. 

Continue to extract the 
spot remover as long as the 
stain keeps showing on the 
cloth. When the stain lessens 
to the extent that only a trace 
of the spot is being removed, 
repeat the application of the 
spot remover using slightly 
more than the time before. 

Repeat the extraction with 
a dry cloth, continuing to 
apply and remove the spot 
remover as long as any 
substantial trace keeps app- 
earing on the cloth. 

When virtually all of the 
spot has been removed, or 
when it is obvious that 
removal efforts are no longer 
effective, stand the fibres in 
an erect position and trim off 
any fuzzy ends with scissors 
‘using caution to assure that 
no loops or actual fibres are 
cut. 

Then as a finishing step 
and to minimize the possi- 
bility of leaving a ring or 
water mark, either fold a 
cloth into several layers and 
weight down with books or 
other objects (make sure 
moisture does not go through 
the cloth to the object 
because color transfer to 
fibre or fabric could occur) or 
apply a spray spot remover 
containing an absorbent 
powder which can be vac- 
uumed after drying. 

For water-based spots and 
spills, lukewarm water can 
be used instead of a deter- 
gent spot remover in the 
procedure above. DO NOT 
USE HOT WATER. Water 
alone can remove a signifi- 
cant amount of the spot. In 
fact, it is often advisable that 
water be used BEFORE the 
detergent spot remover. Do 
not use water on oil or grease 
stains.

ture of baked goods. 
Honey may be used to 
freeze fresh fruit. There is no 
need to add ascorbic acid 
(Vitamin C) as fruit will not 
discolour to a great degree. 


HONEY STORAGE 


If properly stored, honey, 
can have a minimum shelf 
life of four or five months. 
Pasteurized honey will keep 
almost indefinitely when 
stored sealed and in a cool, 
dry place. Freezing will 
keep honey from granulating 
and maintain its colour and 
flavor. 

If your honey does become 
granulated it can easily be 
converted back to liquid 
form. Simply place the con- 
tainer in warm, not hot, 
water and stir continuously 
until all the crystals melt. 
Another method of reliquid- 
ification is to put the honey, 
in a well-sealed container, 
through a dishwasher cycle. 
Care should be taken not to 
overheat the honey as it can 
easily be scorched causing 
darkening in colour and 
change in flavor. 

Honey often called ‘‘Nec- 
tar of the Gods’’ and sugar 
are two products produced 
tight here in Alberta.

VERNON TOO GOOD 

‘Plaza Suite’’ introduces 
Edmonton audiences to Lea 
Vernon, an actress currently 
with the Actors Forum and 
the Los Angeles Theatre 
Company. The bewildering 
nature of the first act is 
probably due to Ms. Vernon 
as much as Playwright Sim- 
on. She was truer to life than 
to comedy, and her sensitive 
portrayal of the abandoned 
wife was all too real. In the 
early parts of the first act, 
Ms. Vernon's nervous flutt- 
ering and chatter seemed a 
little too constant, and a 
slight varying of tempo and 
vocal tones would have been 
appreciated. However, as the 
mother of the reluctant bride 
in the third act she was 
EveryMom, and I'll bet there 
wasn’t a daughter in the 
audience that didn’t simul- 
taneously shudder and gig- 
gle at the reminiscence. 

As the secretary, the New 
Jersey matron and the 
cowering bride, Nicole Evans 
was best in her first two 
appearances. Her rendition 
of the secretary had the 
appropriate edge to it--her 
youth and competence are 
flaunted subtly in the face of 
the aging, slightly neurotic 
wife. As the star-struck 
matron, she nearly drove me 
up the wall, thus achieving 
precisely what was intended. 
However, her brief appear- 
ance in the third act seemed 
discordant in light of the wild 
events preceding her emer- 


gence from the bathroom. 
She seemed totally untou- 
ched by the furor, a reaction 
out of keeping with her 
offstage behaviour. 

Howard Storey made his 
second appearance at Stage 
West as a bellboy in the first 
act, and the nonchalant 
bridegroom in the third. I 
thought that Mr. Storey 
could have been directed to 
achieve a more dramatic 
effect in the latter part, 


particuarly in his ‘*Cool it, 
Mimsie”’ line. 

The set design for Plaza 
Suite was almost as satis- 
fying as a stay at the hotel 
itself. The set designer kept 
in mind that hotel rooms, 
even at the Plaza, have 
transient tenants, and un- 
derlying the obvious ele- 
gance, the room’s inherent 
impersonality lurked subtly. 

Reviewing a Stage West 
production is a pleasing 


chore, but it has its own 
special difficulties. Critical 
appraisal does not exactly 
flourish in an atmosphere as 
seductive to the senses as 
this. By the time the curtain 
rises, one is replete with 
gorgeous food, lulled by wine 
and good coffee, and cush- 
ioned in a cozy chair, ready 
for the show. It is a formula 
presentation, but the result 
of the equation is nearly 


always pure enjoyment.

anges in color and pattern 
speed from a palate of words 
to a canvas alive with the 
landscapes of the imagina- 
tion. Sinister and innocent, 
ironic or literal, these images 
haunt our minds and hold our 
attention. 

Ted translates the ordinary 
into the extraordinary by 
changing our angle of per- 
ception and recreating a tired 
world. To enter his imag- 
ination, you must become an 
Alice and pass through the 
looking glass into Wonder- 
land. There you will meet the 
classical Icarus and a blaze of 
violent yellow leaping from a 
memory of Van Gogh’s giant 
sunflowers: 

icarus

was the only way 

you laughed 

But the darkness is never 
very far away and the cutting 
edge of shadows can fall 
across the laughter: 

falling as a falling sun 

going 

out 

when all the yellow went 

against the air 

Yet humor, like the Che- 
shire cat, has a way of 
reappearing in unexpected 
forms and places. For ex- 
ample, here is the old word 
game of a running pun 
evoked by a tactile feeling 
turned into a visual exper- 
ience: 

Rain will never touch 

your chair so 

yellow it is 


a sun 
kindled to wood 


to touch your chair 
would leave 
the ends of fingers 


stumped 

Beware of the innocence of 
chairs, says Blodgett! And 
again, in another poem, he 
ironically underlines the in- 
congruous with a juxtaposi- 
tion of snowy purity and the 
hint of a satyr: 

High against the snow 

you stepped 

and one flute you heard 


played beneath the sky 


The unexpected and the 
unlikely become the comm- 
onplace in Ted’s ‘‘Sound- 
ings’’ from the depths. As 
every poet before him, he 
seeks to show us that our 
everyday world is really a 
wonder, even if he has to 
twist the syntax to do so, 
making adjectives trade pl- 
aces with nouns and nouns 
become verbs. A careless 
“‘black’’ is ‘‘orchard’’ and 
engenders blossoms of ‘‘sn 
ow’’ and ‘‘fire’’ to hollow the 
pitch of night away.’’ Stark 
arctic landscapes of the emo- 
tions, well known to all 
Canadians, shift and move to 
the opposite extreme. Now 
the parched loneliness of 
Provencal summers are ‘‘an- 
gled of absense’”’ leading to 
the shattering of a ‘‘bone 
echo."’ Vincent Van Gogh 
could not have painted it 
better himself -- yes the 
unusual makes us see what 
Is. 

This secret is part of Dr. 
Blodgett’s lifestyle. He was 
an American who, along with 
his family, came to Canada 
looking for a new home, 
which is a switch on the usual 
pattern. Choosing St. Albert 
as his base, Ted commutes to 
the University of Alberta 
whefe he teaches courses for 
the Department of Compara- 
tive Literature. The lines 
from foreign sources found in 
his poems attest to his wide 
ranging interests in other 
languages besides English. 


Elke, Ted’s wife, is very 
talented also. In fact, hers 
may be the more familiar 
name to the public here in 
Alberta where she has be- 
come a renowned potter. Ted 
and Elke have three children:

Answer - This is a more 
frequent problem than you 
might believe. The primary 
cause is moisture changes 
within the stock which force 
the wood to expand or 
contract. A slight change in 
the amount of pressure of the 
wood upon the barrel or 
action will often cause the 
impact point to move slight- 
ly. 
This situation can often be 
helped by removing the rifle 
from the stock and applying a 
couple coats of wood sealer 
down the barrel grove and 
onto the action bed. This will 
aidin preventing moisture 
from entering the wood. 

It is equally important to 
keep a good waterproof 
finish on the outside of the 
stock. 


Question - Can a fish that 
has swallowed the hook 
survive if it is released? 

Toby R. 

Answer - It is difficult to 
say. It, of course, depends 
upon where the hook is 
lodged and the extent of 
damage suffered during the 
catch. 

If the hook pierces a vital 
organ, naturally the survival 
chances vanish. 

If you wish to release a fish 
that has swallowed a hook 
that has become firmly 
lodged, do not attempt to 
remove the hook. Instead, 
snip off the leader as close to 
the hook as possible, then 
release the fish. 

If it is sufficiently large 
and only slightly injured, it 
may survive the ordeal. 


Question - I would like to 
buy a bow for hunting. I have 
been told that the long bows 
are more accurate than the 
shorter ones. Which would 
you recommend for hunting? 

Jeffery B. 

Answer - The shorter 
recurve bows, which are 
usually 54’’ or less, are a 
much better choice than the 
longer target bows of 60"’ or 
more. While it may be true 
that the longer bows gener- 
ally have the edge in 
accuracy, this is not of major 
concern to the hunter, The 
hunter seldom gets a shot at 
his quarry under target 
conditions and the slight 
difference in accuracy will 
not be perceptible. 


The shorter bow really 
comes into its own when 
moving through the woods. 
With it you are apt to spend 
more time hunting and less 
time dodging trees and 
underbrush. A kneeling shot 
through an opening in the 
underbrush is often difficult 
or impossible with the long 
target bow. 


We just heard about this 
neat scheme to get employ- 
ees to come to work on time:

Big Christmas sales of 
videocassette recorders -- or 
VCRs -- may mean they are 
going to be the hottest new 
electronic gadgets of the 
year. 

Eventually, some think, 
they may even match CBs in 
appeal, though first they will 
have to get a lot cheaper. 
These home TV recorders 
now cost more than most 
stereo sound systems, with 
prices going up to about 
$1,300. 

The big appeal of a video- 
cassette recorder for the 
home is that it offers an 
escape from the tyranny of 
television scheduling. 

With a VCR, you can 
watch a soap opera while 
simultaneously recording a 
favorite game show. Or you 
can wash the car while the 
afternoon football game is 
captured on cassette, or you 
can check out a rock concert 
and come home to the late 
horror movie, all recorded 
and ready. 

Other TV fans, ignoring 
the up-to-$50 cost of a blank 
cassette, can foresee build- 
ing a library of movies, TV 
specials, news events, and 
feature documentaries -- all 
recorded off the old TV in the 
family room.

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Catch up with a retrofit 


A word that you'll be hearing often is “retrofit”. In case 
you haven't met it, it goes like this: while a house is being 
built you can fit it with all the insulation you like, but 
when the house is already built and the insulation is not 
good enough, you bring it up to scratch with a retrofit. 

But why bother when you have a good-looking home 
and life’s not all that bad as long as there’s a thermostat to 
push higher as the weather grows icier? The triple retrofit 
answer to that is: with proper insulation your fuel bills are 
much lower (by 25 to 55% depending on the age of the 
home and the type of construction), you feel a lot better 
indoors without drafts and cold walls, and you are helping 
to save valuable energy resources instead of pouring them 
like water through a sieve. As a bonus, your home is more 
comfortable winter and summer, 

If you need a retrofit, and most homes do, your choice 
of insulating materials will depend on how you will use 
them, on their R-value (resistance to heat passing through 
them) and how well they stand up to moisture, fire, bac- 
tefia and vermin, and also on their cost, ease of handling 
and, depending on the use, their rigidity or flexibility. The 
main types you may choose from are called batt or blanket, 
loose fill, rigid board and foamed-in-place. 

Batt or blanket insulation contains glass fibre or mineral 
fibre (rock or slag) and has a woolly texture. It comes in 
slabs (batts) or rolls (blankets) with or without a vapour 
barrier, and is generally the easiest insulation to handle and 
apply. It fits snugly between regularly spaced joists, studs 
or strapping. 

Because it is rolled up like a carpet, the blanket is 
sometimes the more awkward to install, Since batt and 
blanket are equally effective, your choice should depend 
solely on where they fit best. Mineral fibre has a slightly 
higher R value than glass fibre. 

Loose fill consists of glass, cellulose or mineral fibres; or 
vermiculite, polystyrene, wood shavings or wood wool, It is 
sold by the bag and usually costs less than batts or blankets 
per unit of R value. Loose fill is especially handy for 
irregular spaces between joists or other odd-shaped areas, It 
is also a simple way to insulate a wall space if you can just 
pour it in. The vapour barrier must be applied separately, 

Rigid board insulation may be made of polystyrene, 
phenolic foam or polyurethane. It offers exceptional insula- 
tion for its thickness and weight, averaging RS (per inch 
thick) compared with an average of 3.5 for batt or blanket, 
and 3 for loose fill. Other features are its rigidity and a 
degree of sound-proofing, 

Polystyrene is usually the best buy, bul it and poly- 
urethane are flammable and need to be covered with a 
fire-proof material for safe use indoors, Phenolic foam is 
more fire-resistant. Rigid insulation can also be applied 
outside on walls, basements or roofs. 

Foamed-in-place insulation is injected as a semi-liquid in 
wall cavities a professional job needing special equip- 
ment. The material is urea-formaldehyde (average R2.5 per 
inch) but make sure it meets Canadian Government 
Specifications Board quality standards. 

Where you can’t insulate, you caulk or apply weather- 
strips in cracks and joints, especially around doors and 
windows. You can find these spots by testing for drafts 
with a piece of plastic or tissue (hung from a coat-hanger) 
or by watching the drift of tobacco smoke.

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Walls within walls 


If your home was really your castle, it would have walls 
several feet thick and you wouldn't need insulation, But, to 
save on building materials, space and cost Gind because you 
aren't expecting a besieging army to open fire on you at 
any moment), you have thin walls that need another wall ot 
insulation inside them, 

How do you know if there’s enough insulation inside the 
wall? One obvious way to tell is if you feel the cold striking 
into the house (which means that heat is leaking out) when- 
ever you go from the middle of a room toward an outside 
wall in winter. However, if you wait until winter to find 
that out, you may not be able to retrofit Creinsulate) your 
walls before the warm weather returns, 

Iwo things you can check before winter are the kind of 
insulation you have in the walls and the way in which the 
walls have been constructed, With this information, you (or 
a contractor) can.work out the effectiveness of the insula- 
tion and, if it is not good enough, what method of retro- 
fitting would work best in your case, 

Here’s a rough guide: wall insulation should have an R 
value (resistance to heat passing through it) of at least 12, 
which equals 4 inches of loose fill insulation or 3'% to 4 
inches of batt or blanket insulation containing glass fibre or 
rock wool, There are, of course, many other types of 
materials available, 

The five basic ways to retrofit walls are with loose poly- 
styrene, blow-in insulation, foamed-in-place insulation, wall 
renovation, and outside insulation, But, before you take 
your pick, read on, 

Loose polystyrene insulation can be a do-it-yourself job 
and does not cost much, but you can use this method only 
if your wall space opens into the attic and goes right down 
to the foundation. You can test this with a weight on a 
string that’s long enough to go all the way down, 

Blown-in insulation means that you get a contractor 
with special equipment to blow loose fill into a wood-frame 
wall that is hollow, or almost, but has obstructions that 
stop you from pouring insulation into it (as above). For 
this, an access hole must be drilled into the wall space from 
the outside or inside, or from the attic or basement. 

Foamed-in-place insulation is also a job fora contractor 
who has the proper equipment, and is an option for filling 
the space inside a wood-frame wall, and also some masonry 
walls. However this approach should only be taken ifthe 
wall has no insulation whatsoever. The foam is. urea- 
formaldehyde and it is injected into the wall space in 
semi-liquid form. (Make sure any U.K, foam you buy 
meets Canadian Government Specifications Board quality 
standards.) 

Wall renovation is a good way to insulate if you are 
undertaking major’ rennovations anyway. With a wood- 
frame house you can remove the wall board or plaster from 
the inside and fit the insulation (such as batt or blanket) 
into the wall space. Another way with either wood-frame or 
masonry walls is to build a new wall inside the old one and 
insulate it. 

Outside insulation is a good method if you happen to be 
putting new siding on your home, Polystyrene insulation 
can be inserted between the old and the new siding. 

This is just a quick runalown of ways to retrofit walls 
and, by omitting the details, has oversimplified the job, 
However, it is not very difficult, and it repays you in 
comfort and fuel savings,
